PLAGUE-INFECTED SQUIRRELS POUND. 

During the week ended May 25, 1912, positive diagnosis was 
made of 30 plague-infected ground squirrels round in Alameda and 
Contra Costa Counties, Cal., as follows: Alameda County — May 8, 
1 squirrel; May 9, 2 squirrels; May 15, 1 squirrel. Contra Costa 
County — May 6, 1 squirrel; May 7, 1 squirrel; May 8, 3 squirrels; 
May 9, 1 squirrel; May 11,3 squirrels; May 13, 3 squirrels; May 14, 
4 squirrels; May 15, 1 squirrel; May 16, 1 squirrel; May 17, 8 
squirrels.
